WARDROBE COURT. 


Wardrobe Court is the principal portion of the very small remains of the 
great Richmond Palace erected by Henry VII on the site of a former 
royal residence dating at least from the time of Henry I. From old 
drawings it appears to have been even larger and more magnificent 
than Hampton Court. It was the favourite residence of Queen 
Elizabeth, and so great a part did her toilet play in her life, that a 
portion of the Palace is said to have been set apart for her dresses ; 
hence the name ‘“* Wardrobe Court.”
